When the rest do not do tilings that can or do hurt us, the best is futility, as 
Sylvia’s work on ana with Delia. It means nothing today, con mean nothing, is a personal 
indulgence that advances knowledge not one whit and, bee use it lead to insignificant 
publication, can be evaluated in other ways, ns she once (correctly) said about her money, 
that she can spend it in any way she sees fit (which is hardly a moral or dedicated answer 
to the fact that she gave it to x 'homLey who promptly used it against me), she can spend her 
time as she sees fit. But the effort that went into tills futility with Belin could have been 
devoted to advancing our knowledge, for one thing. That she did what she did brilliantly is 
of no consequence because it is -ithout significance, and doing nothing well is still 
doing nothing. 


But let rae* got to another and I think the last point. I've got a bellyfull of being 
imposed on in small and in large ways, and I may be driven to doing something about it, 
or at least trying. 1 simply can't continue to take what I regard as endless abuse from 
those 1 regard as selffe»seekers or nuts.
